A local attorney* Dean Andrews, who is well known to this office* informed me 
that on Saturday evening* November 23, 1963, while he was confined to the 
Hotel Dieu Hospital* New Orleans* he received a telephone call* probably a • 
Isbal call although he was not positive* from a man giving the name of Clay 
Bertrand* who inquired as to whether or not he would be willing to defend 
ETswalcn Attorney Andrews said he could not readily place Clay Bertrand* but 
felt that he had previously had dealings with him in New Orleans. To date* 
cur efforts to identify Bertrand have been unsuccessful* 


Attorney Andrews further informed us that in June* 1963* Oswald visited his 
office on three different occasions and appeared to be concerned about (1) his 
citizenship status; (2) his wife 1 s status; and, (3) his bad conduct discharge 
from the Karine Corps which he wanted to have reviewed* claiming that he was 
unable to obtain employment on account of the nature of the discharge. Attorney 
Andrews said that on each occasion* Oswald was accompanied by other men* al- 
together probably five persons* all of whom appeared to him as being homosexuals. 
He said that Clay Bertrand probably was one of the men who accompanied Oswald* 
and that he would make every effort to identify Bertrand. Inquiries to date 
have failed to identify Clay Bertrand.
